Meridian, Miss., October 23.—The most bloody race war that has occurred in 
Mississippi since the exciting days of the reconstruction period is raging in Scott 
county, fifty miles west of Meridian. 

As the result of an attempt to arrest a negro near Harpersville, Scott county, in 
the eastern part of the state, one white deputy is killed, three wounded, and ac- 
cording to the latest report, nine negroes have been killed by the citizens of the 
Harpersville neighborhood and the sheriff's posse combined. The pursuit of about 
fifty negroes, who uad joined the original offender with the avowed determina- 
tion to prevent his arrest and capture and who ambushed the party attempting the 
arrest, continues and by morning the number of fatalities will undoubtedly hzve 
assumed larger proportions. The whole country is terribly aroused and the ster- 
iff's posse has been re-enforced with men from all the neig&boring towns. 

Governor McLaurin has gone to the scene, which is about ten miles north of 
Forest, the nearest railroad point. 

The trouble originated last Friday, when a negro named Bill Burke had an al- 
tercation with his employer, Charles Freeman, a white man, in which the negro 
got the best of the difficulty... 

That night a crowd of white men went to Burke’s house to arrest him, but he 
was not there. The white men ‘hen decided to go back the next night to cap- 


ture Burke, and the plan Was not ccncealed from the blacks. 
Officers Are Greeted by a Fusilade. 
Headed by Wallace Sibley, a white man deputized to arrest the the 
mile from Harpersville.

crowd went to Burke's house, which is about one 
they arrived upon the scene and called for Burke they were greeted by a fu- 
silade from the negroes, who were concealed in the bushes surrounding the house 
and in the house itself. 

Wallace Sibley, the leader, fell dead at the first volley and three more white 
members of the crowd, James Johnson, James Hamilton and James Wells, were 
wounded, 

The whites returned the fire, but were unable to do any execution, as their 
assailants were all concealed. There were not more than eight men in the crowd, 
and finding it impossible to resist effectively, they retired towards Harpersville. 

It was not known at that time that Sibley was injured, but when the of- 
ficers returned to the scene this morning he was found dead in the yard. 

The wounded deputies were able to get back to town, with’ the assistance of 
their comrades. This oceurrence took place early in the night. 

When the crowd returned to Harpersville the news spread like wildfire. Dur- 
ing the night a large crowd gathered from the neighborhood. The men immedi- 
ately went to Burke’s house and got from hts mother the names of all parties 
in the crowd which had ambushed the men the night before. In all there 
about forty negroes who had gathered to prevent the arrest of Burke, and a list 
was made up at her dictation. Allofthem had fled before the crowd made its 
appearance the next morning.

Six Negros Are Found and Killed. 


According to the statement of reliable citizens, six of the negroes were found 
and killed by the crowd of armed and determined citizens before the sheriff ar- 
‘ived. 

This morning the sheriff, J. M. Stephenson, was wired from Harpersville of 
the threatening condition of affairs, and he was asked to get together a posse 
and come at once to Harpersville. The sheriff lives at Morton, ten miles from the 
scene. Gathering together a posse of twenty or thirty men, he started at once for 
the place. When he arrived in the afternoon h: wags joined by crowds of citi- 


zens until a conservative estimate places the number in the posse at over 300 


men, , 
Immedictely after leaving the house where the first tragedy was committed,

A reliable telephone message received 
at a late hour tonight states that three more negroes have been found and killed, 
making a iotal of nine to date with about forty more to be heard from.

In the meantime the governor procured a special train consisting of an en- 
gine and caboose, at Brandon, and accompanied by a’ posse of thirty men, armed 
with shotguns, proceeded to Forest. Arriving there early in the evening and find- 
ing that there was small danger of the riot assuming proportions beyond the abil- 
ity of the posse on hand to keep in bounds, he that it 
would be unnecessary for him to bring his volunteers from Jackson. 


The posse is operating in the swamps about a mile from Harpersville, where

most of the fugitives are supposed to be concealed. There is a message here to the 
effect that the citizens are apprehensive of armed negroes entering the town to- 
night, and guards will be set to prevent a surprise. The governor and General Hen- 
ry are naturally counseling moderation, but in the exaited state of the public mind, 
a general fear is expressed that the posse will not regard the suggestion absolute- 
ly. The governor's presence, however, will undoubtedly have a good effect in re- 
straining the number of fatalities after enough negroes have been killed to satisfy 


the outraged feelings of the whites in that section.

BLOODHOUNDS RUN DOWN NEGROES

Wilmington, October 23.—A special to The Star from Lumberton says that at 
3 o’clo@®& this morning a squad of the negroes who were dispersed at Ashpole, 
Robinson county, crepteup to town andshot three Stationed there as 
guards. The whites were Albert Floyd, Robert Inman and William Bullard. Bullard 
is seriously wounded: the others slightly. 

A hundred whites with bloodbounds quickly gave pursuit and succeeded in a 
few hours in capturing three of the negroes not far from AsKHpole. 
brought to bay by bloodhounds which are thoroughly trained. 

The negroes are now confined in box cars atsAshpole and are heavily: guarded. 
It is uncertain yet what their fate may be. but it is feared their cowardly at-

Wilming‘on the Point Where There Is 
Bitter Feeling. 


TROUBLE LOOKED FOR ELECTION DAY 


Negroes Dominate the White—Latter 
Determined To Get Reins of Gov- 
ernment in Their Hands. 
Negro Employees Be- 
ing Discharged. 


Raleigh, N. C., October 23.—(Special.)— 
No one who has been in North @arolina 
a week will gainsay the statement that 
more political excitement is rarely seen. 
Tt increases daily. There is bitterness 
which no attempt is made to conceal, The 
color line could not be drawn more plain- 
ly. The foremost democratic speaker in 
the state, Charles B. Aycock, addressing a 
great audience here last night, expressed 
in a few words the central idea of his 
party, by saying: 

“White men will not submit to further 
negro domination in North Carolina!’ 

The democrats say there are, approxi- 
mately, 1,000 negro office holders in North 
Carolina. They express their determina- 
tion to end this state of affairs. New 
Hanover county, in which is Wilmington, 
the largest place in the state, is the focus 
of politics at present. It is there the su- 
preme struggle is being made, while the 
whole state is watching. The repubil- 
can postmaster, William H. Cladbourn, 
in a letter to Senator Pritchard, which he 
@iso gave to the press, says a race con- 
flict is imminent there; that the property 
owners are determined to put an end at 
once and forever to negro rule, and that 
the feeling rises above any politics. He, 
in view of this impending crisis, urges 
Senator Prtchard, as the head of the re- 
publican party in North Carolina, to let 
the property owners have full control in 
New Hanover county and in Wilmington. 
He says there are ten negro policemen, 
forty-six negro magistrates and many ne- 
gro officials in various departments. His 
letter created a profound sensation. It 
startled the republicans and populists. The 
republicans make the claim that Cladbourn 
was forced to write the letter. 

A Spark Would Set It Off. 

The leading democratic paper of Wil- 
mington, in publishing Cladbourn’'s letter, 
makes sOme comments. It says the situ- 
ation there has been for some time one 
that might be compared to a magazine 
only awaiting the spark to set it off. The 
paper says: 

The people who own property and pay 
the taxes have sworn to get charge of 
their city and county by peaceful means 
if they can; by revolution if they must. 
The leading democratic paper at Char- 

lotte, commenting on the crisis at Wil- 
mington, says: . 

The white men of Wilmington are or- 
ganized and prepared for whatever 
may come, and a certain section of that 
city has been laid off and within this 
well understood boundary the women 
and children are to be massed for 
protection when the anticipated trou- 
ble begins. We may be permitted to 
express the hope and the belief that if 
there is a clash of arms at Wilming- 
ton, the negroes are not the only repub- 
licans who will suffer. The white

The governor 
has no veto power..The position of Gov- 
ernor Russell is extremely anomalous. All 
democrats hate Nim: Their state chairman 
savs the jegisiature will impeaeh him. Re- 
publicans of high position say they believe 
he will be impeached and that ne matier 
what the complexion of the legislature is 
he will be impeached. But it is hardly prob- 
able that republicans would impeach him, 
as it would be used against their party. 
With the exception of a remarkably lirn- 
ited coterie the governor has no friends 
in his own party. C. T. Bailey, the repub- 
lican postmaster here, says: 

“The governor has no friends save the 
convicts he has pardoned and the lawyers 
he is feeding.”’ 

It is easy to see from this that the g0v- 
ernor will have but few friends in the leg- 
islature, unless among the populists, with 
whom he has been affiliating.

NEGRO HANCED ON | 


AN ALABAMA TREE 


Mob from Two States Quickly 
Avenges a Brutal Murder, 


GEORGIANS HAD A HAND IN IT 


Farmer Holmes Assassinated Near His 
Home in Chambers County, 


CRIME TRACED TG JOHN ANDERSON 


Crowd Enters the Jail at LaFayette 
and Carries the Negro to Woods, 
Where He Is Strung Up. 

His Body Riddled with 
Bullets.

LaFayette, Ala., October 23.—(Special.)— 
John Anderson, a negro charged with ‘the 
murder of Charles Holmes, a white farmer 
tweive miles north of here Friday night, 
was taken from the jail here early this 
morning by a strong mob composed of 
citizens from Fredonia, Ala., and West 
Point, Ga., and hanged and shot to death 
a mile from this town. 

Anderson had long been in the employ 
of Holmes, who let small portions of land 
which he could not himself cultivate as a 
tenant farmer. On Friday morning a sel- 
tlement between the two men was due, and 
in arranging it they became involved in a 
dispute over a pair of shoes. 

Holmes was last seen alive Friday after- 
noon about sundown. next morning 
his friends became aiarmed and organized 
a search for him. For some hours they 
searched the woods and dragged creeks 
and ponds in the vicinity of his home 
without result until] finally a small detach- 
ment of the party discovered his body half 
buried in a mudhole on the banks of a 
creek about a miie from his house, 

The forehead was crushed in as if by 
the impact of a rock, and the neck and 
face bore evidences of strangulation. 

Suspicion at once attached to Llle 
Anderson, with whom Holmes nad had the 
controversy, and the sheriff of tins (Chaim- 
bers) county went te«the home of the 
negro and arrested him, bringing him to 
tnis place fur sate Keeping. 

Some time during the earlier hours of 
Saturday night a mob of the friends of Mr.

‘Holmes from Fredonia and West Point was 


formed, and started on a march tor the 
Lafayette jail. The sheriff was absent from 
his ottice, and the mob, securing tne keys 
to the jail without any trouble, opened the 
doors and took the negro out. He admitted 
having buried the body, but asserted that 
a white man from Fredonia had paid him 
to conceai it. His statement wes not cred- 
ited, and after being giver a few minutes 
in which to prepare himseif for death, a 


rope was sirung around his neck and Ne | 
was hoisted up to the limb of a stout oak , 


about a miie trom Lafayette. 

The mob, which was mounted and on 
foot,emptied several voileys into the swing- 
ing boay and dispersed just before day- 
break. The men were armed with revolvers, 
Shotguns, rifies and ali sorts of weapons, 
and the body was almost torn to pieces by 
the different sized bullets with which it 
was perforated. 

All of today the scene of the lynching 
has been the center of attraction, for hun- 
dreds of white and colored people, who 
flocked from the small towns in this county 
and the Georgia line. The crowd 
unanimously agreed that the negro had 
met his just deserts. 

Holmes was a respectable and popular 
farmer, and the negro had a desperate rep- 
utvation. . 

Anderson’s body was cut down late this 
afternoon, placed in a coffin and brought 
into Lafayette untii it should be claimed 
by some of his relatives.

BABITT CUT GERMANY’S THROAT 


Former Runs a Poolroom and the Lat- 
ter Owed a Debt. 

Columbus, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)— 
Hy Germany was slashed at the Eagle 
asd Phenix mills yesterday afternoon by 
Jim Babitt, and he died last night. Both 
parties are white men who resided over 
the river. Germany runs a poolroom over 
the roiver, and Babitt owed him a debt. He 
garnisheed Babitt’s wages at the Eagle 
and Phenix mills, and Babitt subsequentiv 
meeting him, attacked him, cutting his 
throat terribly. Babitt escaped across the 
river, but was was captured this after- 
noon at Mr. Joe Hood’s ferry, twelve miles 
north of this city. on the Alabama side of 
the river. He evidently intended to cross 
the ferry to the mountains of Harris coun- 
ty. The capture was effected by John 
Moon, marshal of Phenix City, and Seab 
Jones. Babbitt professed not to know that 
Germany was dead and consented to re- 
turn to Georgia without a requisition, ar- 
riving here in charge of officers at 6 o'clock. 
Hood, at whose house Babbitt was caught, 
said he knew nothing about the killing until 
the officers came for Babbitt. The prisoner 
declines to talk about the crime. 

Germany’s brother arrived from Richland 
this afternoon, almost crazed with grief. 
He had a strange presentment several days 
ago that something would go wrong with 
his brother. A Columbus man in Richland 
on Friday was asked by Germany several 
times if he was sure his brother was all 
right. Germany's funeral occurred this 
afternoon and was avery sad one. The 
dead man was especially popular with the 
working classes, who turned out to the 
funeral en masse. Germany’s wife and two 
children are left entirely destitute. The 
debt about which the crime was commit- 
ted was only 60 cents, 

Annie Lee Jefferson, a_ three-year-old 
negro child of Fort Valley, Ga., was run 
over by a freight car on the Front street 
line of the Columbus Railroad Company 
last night, and one leg broken and one 
foot crushed. She died during the night. 
She crawled under the car rather than 
walk around it, and hence the acrident, 
it is claimed. 


COLONEL BRYAN IN SAVANNAH. 


HE IS SUFFERING WITH FEVxoR, 
BUT CONDITION NOT SERIOUS. 


He Will Be Out in a Day or Two—His 
Regiment Will Arrive in Savan- 
nah This Morning. 


Savannah, Ga., October 23.—(Special.)— 
The headquarters of the Seventh army 
corps, with General F. V. Greene in com- 
mand, in the absence of General Fitzhugh 
Lee, arrived tn the city this morning, fol- 
lowed by the Second LoufSiana and First 
Texas regiments. The two regiments un- 
loaded their stuff at once, and by this 
afternoon were well established in camp on 
Dale avenue. General Greene and ‘his staff 
officers have taken up their headquarters 
at the DeSoto hotel.

vigorously. The argument that is being 
used is that, by reason of the’ proposed 
extension of the municipal limits, Birm- 
Ingham will be accorded by the next fed- 
eral census a population of about 60,000, 
instead of about 35,000. There is, of course, 
talk about beautiful boulevards being 
built through the outlying farms and com- 
mons and self-flushing sewers being laid 
along the corn rows. The residents of the 
country districts are reminded that patri- 
Otism demands that they should come into 
the city and pay city -tax, because, while 
they live outside, they make their livings 
in Birmingham, etc. 

The real motive behind. the promoters 
of the limit-extension scheme appears to 
be greatly patriotic, in that it involves 
g@reat interest to Birmingham, but the 
newspaper advocates of the movement 
seem to have withheld from the public the 
lem ogg seg tg 

: é ore improvement bonds 
than the city can now conveniently pay 
interest on, and it requires shrewd finan- 
ciering to make the city’s revenues pay 
its operating expenses and its annual in- 
terest. A number of schemes: have been 
devised to increase the city’s revenues. 
The State constitution limits the rate of 
municipal taxation in this state to % per 
cent. In the last state election an am@énd- 
ment was offered to the people seeking to 
authorize Birmingham to double its rate 
of taxation. The statute which author- 
iged the vote on the amendment provided 
that unless the voter voted ‘no’ spe- 
cifically the ballot should be counted as 
for the amendment. A majority. perhaps, 
of all the voters who participated in the 
election voted without reference to the 
amendment and it was adopted. High legal 
authorities declare now that the amend- 
ment Was improperly presented to the 
people and will not hold water in the 
courts, and in this event some other 
means of raising revenues for Birming- 
ham must be found. Hence.the exten- 
sion scheme. 

The compass of the enlarged limits ap- 
pears to be inequitably planned. On the 
€ast the limits are proposed to be carried 
out beyond East Lake, which is said to 
be more than seven miles from the city, 
whereas on the west the line will be car- 
ried out only two or three miles. If the 
western limit should be extended as far 
as it is proposed to extend the eastern 
limit Pratt mines and Ensley City, which 
are the most populous communities in the 
county, perhaps, excepting birmingham 
and Bessemer, would be included. The 
probable objection to including these places 
is that the property is owned chiefly by 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railway 
Company, and an organized resistance 
would be set to work at once. 

Birmingham will ask the next legisla- 
ture for a new charter, but this will be 
provided for in a separaie bill from the 
one asking for an extension of -limits, or 
for permission to hold an election to de- 
termine whether the limits shall be ex- 
tended. In the meantime the uwners of 
the fields and farms about Birmingham 
wil) devote much of their time to figuring 
how the price of sweet potatoes wil] be 
increased by the annexation of their land 
to the city of Birmingham und how it 
Can equitably come about that real estate 
can be made jiable for the heavy bonded 
obligations that Birmingham has incurred 
without their advice or consent. 

Want Court Reports Printed. 

Practically all of the members of the 
Mobile Bar have signed a petition to the 
governor requesting that he recommend 
to the general assembly the advisability 
of having the weports of the supreme 
court reprinted. The petition recites that 
many of the reports are now out of print 
and the earlier volumes have got into the 
hands of bookseliers and are held at ex- 
orbitant prices. A get of reports is now 
worth $8, whereas a third of that amount 
would be a reasonable price. lt is a well 
recognized fact that a set of reports is 
a necessity to the library of every prac- 
ticing lawyer. ‘The petition suggests that 
the reprinung of the reports is a public 
necessity and that the sales of the new 
edition by the state would largely, if not 
entirely, pay the cost of the undertaking 
within a year or two. The bar of the 
siate will undowbtedly unite with the 
Mobile attorneys in the campaign for the 
reprinted reports.

PRAYER AND THANKSGIVING IN- 
AUGURATE THE EVENT. 


President, Members of the Cabinet and 
Military and Naval Heroes Will 
Be in Attendance. 


Philadelphia, October 23.—The Peace Ju- 
bilee began today. It fittingly opened with 
special services of prayer and thanksgiv- 
ing in all the churches of the city, irre- 
spective of creed and doctrine. Sermons 
were preached on the inevitable horrors of 
war and the consequent blessings of victo- 
rious peace, and there were services of song 
and worship on these themes. This was the 
spiritual inauguration. 

The material and spectacular beginning 
will not be unti} Tuesday and the interven- 
ing day will be devoted to housing th 
city’s guests and perfecting the final de- 
tails. 

Conceived purely as a local tribute to the 
might of our arms on sea and land and the 
valor of the men who bore them, the cele- 
bration has graduallw but surely broadened 
into a national fete of greater magnitude 
than any other public function in many 
yeaps. 

In it will participate the president and 
vice president of the United States with the 
cahinet; General Miles, General Wheeler 
and other military notables; Commodore 
Philip, Lieutenant Hobson and the other 
heroes of the Merrimac, and a score of na- 
val warriors of lesser fame, and the gov- 
ernors of many states with their staffs. 

In time it will occupy three full days, 
counting the actual opening of Tuesday. In 
scope it will embrace an imposing greet- 
ing to the nation’s navy, as represented by 
the ships which fought and won as the 
ships of no other navy afloat ever fought 
and won; a degnified and comprehensive 
display of our civic virtues as exemplified 
by a procession showing the country’s 
progress in commerce and art: and a great 
military parade of the men whosé endur- 
ance and prowess made possible this fes- 
tival.

Cuban Factions Travel on Same Boat 
Without Mingling Together. 
Santiago, October 23.—The steamer Reina 
de los Angeles returned here today, after 
carrying the Garcia and Cespedes factions 
to Santa Cruz del Sur to attend the Cuban 
assembly. Her captain reports that during 
the voyage neither faction spoke to the 

other. 

It was expected that the opening of the 
assembly, fixed for October 20th, would be 
delayed a few days in order to give the 
remaining delegates an opportunity to ar- 
rive, 

Colonel Hood, with six companies of the 
Second immune regiment, will leave to- 
morrow for Gibara, en route to Holguin. 

All business people apparently wish 
annexation to the United States, the desire 
increasing daily, as it is feared that many 
factions will grow up under the influence 
of rival leaders. 

The iron companies find it impossible to 
get workmen for the mines, as neither 
the Cubang nor the Jamaica negroes want 
hard work, especially away from the city. 
The Spanish-American company is work- 
ing 175 men at Daiquiri; but needs six hun- 
dred. At Juruaga there are only 200 men, 
whereas 700 are required.

General Wood, accompanied by a large 
staff, today visited the scenes of the fight- 
ing around Santiago, going over the 
ground at La Quasima, where the Rough 
Riders had.their first fight. They found 
the field for more than half a mile lit- 
erally covered with empty Mauser car- 
tridges, showing the immense amount of 
firing done by the Spanish. Thousands of 
bullets were found imbedded in trees, 
many of the latter being so riddied that 
they were decaying.

Sheriff of Fannin County Reaches the 
City with Two Convicts and 
a Lunatic. 

Sheriff Thomas arrived in the city last 
night with three men in charge, and he left 
them at }clice theadquarters until this 
morning. 

W. E. Henson, a white man, aged forty- 
eight, was a convict, and sentenced to 
sixteen months for an assault and battery. 

Howard Hughes, a white man, aged 
twenty-four, is a lunatic, and has been so 
adjudged and ordered sent to Milledge- 
ville.

Negro Caught Who Has Been Passing 
Bogus Money for the Past Twelve 
: Months. 


There went to the city chatngang for a 
month Saturday a negro whom the police 
had been trying to catch for the past year. 
His name is Bill Johnson and he has been 
passing some of the old money which was 
issued by the Brunswick and Albany rail- 
road several years ago. The money is, of 
course, now worthiess. It generally re- 
sembles greenbacks and at a hurried 
glance can easily be taken for national 
bank notes. 

Last Friday Mounted Officers Eddleman 
and Harry White caught Johnson just after 
he had passed one of the railroad bil.s on 
two country boys. Johnson bought 25 cents 
worth of wood from the boys and xave 
them in payment a one dollar Brunswick 
and Albany ra Iroad bill, of date March list, 
1871. The cheat was discovered and John- 
son arrested before he could get away. 

It is said that the negro has been passing 
the same kind of worthless scrip for more 
than twelve months. He will be prosecuted 
in the state courts for cheating and gwind- 
ling, or larceny, as soon as his thirty days 
in the city chaingang are out.

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CONDUCT OF FLERT 
UNDER SAMPSON 


Navy Department Makes Pablic Portions 
of a Report by the Admiral. 


FULL OPERATIONS COVERED | 


Begins with Congregation of the War- 
ships at Key West, Fla. 


TOUCHES ON THE SAN JUAN BOMBARDMENT 


Decument Indicates That Every Move- 
ment Made by the Vessels Was 
Orderei by Sampson. 


a 


Washington, October 23.—The navy de- 
partment has made public that portion of 
Admiral Sampson's report covering the 
conduct of the fleet under his command in 
its operations in the West Indies for about 
two months prior to the destruction of 
Admiral Cervera’s ships on July 3d. It is 
made up largely of official dispatches and 
the movements of the fleet, with explana- 
tions and comments by the aamiral. 

The repor is dated August 3d, on the 
flagship New York, and begins with a 
Statement of the determination reached by 
the navy department to send a squadron 
to the Windward passage for ihe purpose 
of observation, beeause of information re- 
eeived of the sailing April 29th of Admiral 
Cervera’s Squadron from the Cape Verde 
islands. On the voyage eastward from the 
naval base at Key West, which began May 
4th, Admiral Sampson reports tnere Was 
experienced endiess trouble and delay be- 
cause of the inefficiency of the two monitors 
accompanying the other ships, and which 
had to be taken in tow. Their coal supply 
was sO small Chat it was at once evident 
that they must either frequently coal or be 
towed. ‘I'he admiral says: 

“Had the sea been rough, ur had the 
enemy appeared at this juncture, the 
squadron would have been in a much better 
position for an engagement had the moni- 
cors been elsewhere. Subsequently, when 
engaging the batteries of San Juan, it was 
evident that their shooting was very bad. 
Owing to the quick rolling of these vessels, 
even in a very moderate sea, they were un- 
able to fire with any degree of accuracy.” 

Among the tcelegrams received by the 
admiral fromthe department at Wasning- 
ton when off Cape Haytien was the fol- 
lowing: 

‘Washington, May 6.—Do not risk or crip- 
ple your vessels against fortifications as to 
prevent from soon afterwards successfully 
lighting Spanish fleet composed of Pelayo, 
Carlos V, Oquendo, Viscaya, Maria Teresa 
Cristol Colon, four deep-sea torpedo boats, 
if they should appear on this side. 

*LONG.”’ 
Went Hunting Spanish Squadron. 
On May 8th there was a consultation on 
board the flagship, and the admiral says 
that he decided to stand onto the east- 
ward as far as San Juan, Porto Rico, on 
the chance of finding ¢he Spanish squadron 
in that port, where if they were not suc- 
cessful-in destroying it, it could be at least 
blockaded and held. The squadron arrived 
off San Juan on the morning of the 12th, 
and the bombardment of the place ensued 
Regarding his action ae this place 
admiral says: 

“It was clear to my own mind that the 
Squadron would not have any great diffi- 
culty in forcing the surrender of the port 
but the fact that we should be held several 
days in completing arrangements for hold- 
ing it; that part of our force would have 
to be left to await the arrival of tthe ships 
co garrison it; that the movements of the 
Spanish squadron, our main objective. were 
still unknown; that the flying squadron 
was still north, and not in a position tc 
render any aid; that Havana Cervera’'s 
natural objective, was thus open to entry 
by such a* force as his, while we were a 
thousand miles distant, made our imme- 
diate movement toward Havana imperative 

a 3 thus reluctantly gave up the project 
against San Juan and stood westward for 
Havana."’ 

Several telegrams are presented based on 
reports that Cervera’s squadron had re- 
turned to Cadiz, and they had in view’ “te 
return and capture San Juan, the leisure to 
do so and occupy the place being assured 
in the event of Admiral] Cervera’s failure 
€o cross the Atlantic.” Shortly after news 
was received that the Spanish fleet had ap- 
peared off Curacao; West Indies, and the 
squadron under orders from the department 
proceeded to Key West, to Which place the 
flying squadron under Commodore (now 
Admiral) Schley had already been ordered. 


Schley’s Squadron Sent Out. 

Arrangements were then hurriedly made 
and the flying squadron. augmented by 
the other vessels under Commodore Schley, 
Meter thei Ce waere it was be-

appears that the reports had reached the 
United States that the Spanish fleet was 
at Santiago, so the department advised 

Sampson to send immediately word to 
Schley to proceed to that piace, leaving 
One smal] vessel at Cienfuegos. 

On May 2lstysinstructions were written 
by Sampson for Commadore Schley and 
sent to him via the Marblehead regarding 
the possibility of the Spanish fleét 
at Santiago. They are jn part as 
lows: 

“United States Flagship New York, First 
Rate, Key West, Fia., May 21, 1898.—Sir: 
Spanish squadron probably at Santiago de 
Cuba—four ships and three torpedo boat 
destroyers. If you are satistied that they 
are not Cienfuegos proceed with all dis- 
patch, but cautiously, to Santiago de 
Cuba, and if the enemy -is there blockade 
him in port. You will probably find it 
necessary to establish communication with 
some of the inhabitants—fishermen or 
others—to learn definitely that. the ships 
are in port, it being impossible to see into 
it from the outs.de.’”’ 

The admiral said he felt much concerned 
as to the delivery of these orders and 
sent a duplicate by the Hawk with an 
additional memorandum. The admiral 
Suggested that if the information did not 
reach Commodore Schley before daylight 
of May 238d to mask the real direction he 
should take as much as possible. He 
adds: 

“Follow the Spanish squadron whichever 
direction they take.” 

Sampson Lays Plan of Battle. 

The admiral off Havana gives copies of 
orders of battle which were to be fol- 
lowed in the event that Cervera left 
Santiago on the approach of Schley’s fleet 
from Cienfuegos and attempted to cruise 
around the coast to Havana, in which case 
the Havana squadron would attempt to 
intercept him by going east about 200 
miles beyond the junction of Santaren and 
Nicnolas channels. Strict orders were 
given for screening lights and to see that 
none were accidentaliy shown. The squad- 
ron was to cruise generally to the eastward 
in the day and westward during the 
night. In one of his dispatches the ad- 
miral complains that his movements are 
greatly hampered by monitors constituting 
the principal force under his command. 
On May 23d, as shown by the report, 
Commodore Schley expressed the belief 
that the Spaniards were at Cienfuegos. On 
the 27th the admiral] sent word to Schley 
directing him to proceed with al) possible 
speed to Santiago, because of information 
received that the Spaniards were there. 
The same time orders were sent to have 
the collier Sterling dispatched to Santiago 
with an expression of opinion that the 
commodore should use it to obstruct the 
channel at the narrowest point leading 
into the harbor. The details of the plan 
were left to the commodore’s judgment, 
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as he (Sampson) had “the utmost confi- 
dence in his ability to carry this plan to 
a successful conclusion and earnestly wisi- 
ed him good luck.’’ Sampson apparently 
felt certain of the presence of the Span- 
iards at Santiago and urged that the har- 
bor must be blockaded at all ‘hazards. 
Schley in the meantime had proceeded to 
Santiago, although it appears not the 
Same day Admiral Sampson expected. At 
one time Commodore Schley contemplated 
going to Key West with the squadron for 
coal. but this was abandoned, the repairs 
to this ecollier having been temporarily 
made and the necessity for a trip to Key 
West being avoided’ Santiago was then 
blockaded. The admiral congratulated the 
commodore on his success and directed 
him to maintain a close blockade at all 
hazards, especially at night. 

Schley Recognizes the Enemy. 
‘Then follows’ telegrams from Schiey 
showing that he had recognized the enemy 
in the port and from Secretary Long to 
Schley, pointing out that the most ab- 
solute urgent thing was to know positively 
whether the Spanish division was in the 
harbor. If they were an immediate army 
and navy movement was to made. In 
one dispatch the secretary said it would 
be discreditable to the navy if the pres- 
ence of the Spanish fleet were not 
tained immediately. The commodore’s 
dispateh evidently had not been received 
at the department when the secretary s 
telegrams were sent. Meanwhile Admiral 
Sampson had made arrangements to pro- 
ceed Santiago With a number of his 
vessels. He arrived there June 2d. 

Then follows a historicaj resume of the 
doings of fleet while off Santiago, of 
the bombardment of the forts, of the 
taking of the lower bay at Guantanamo 
by the Marblehead and the Yankee, copies 
of memorandums regurding methods of 
blockades, telegrams bearing on pro- 
posed army movement to. Santiago, etc., 
practically all of which is told in official 
telegrams. On June &th the admiral urged 
upon the department, as he had previously 
done, to expedite the arrival of troops for 
Santiago, the difficulty of biockading the 
Spanish daily increasing. On June 
10th a dispatch was received showing that 
the army expedition was temporarily stop- 
ped because of the reported observation 
additional Spanish vessels in American 
waters. In a memorandum dated June loth 
the admiral says’ 

“The commander-in-chief desires 
to call the attention af commanding of- 
ficers to the positions occupied by the 
block éding fleet,‘especiajly during the day- 
time, and it is now dirécted that all ships 
keep within a distanc@® of the entrance 
to Santiago of four milep and this distance 
must not be exceeded; If the vessel] i 
coaling, otherwis®@- restricted 
movements, she must . nevertheless 
within this distance. If at any time 
flagship makeg signal wlijch is not visible 
to any vessel, such vessel must at once 
approach the flagship or repeating vessel 
to a point where can read: the: sig- 
nal. ‘ 

“Disregard of the directions which have 
already been given on this head has led to 
endless confusion.”’

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We do not agree with Dr. Benjamin 
F. DeCosta, of New York, in the opinion 
tbat religion is on the decline in the 
United Siates, and we have heretofore 
taken the pains to express ourselves 
cheariy on this point; but we do believe 
that the spirit of denominational strife 
and bitterness which is so utterly at 
variance with the catholicity of the 
gospel has largely monopolized the zeal 
of Christians. Such being the case, it 
ig not in the least strange chat religion 
in the United States has not made the 
signal progress which it ought to have 
made in recent years. 

Our purpose in thus pointing out what 
we conceive to be one of the ereatest 
difficulties in the way of the progress 
of religion is not to reflect harshly upon 
Christians. We are satisfied that we do 
no violence to the truth when we go 
even further and deciare it to be our 
settled conviction that Christians 
abound today in every community who 
@re just as consecrated to the work 
of extending the kingdom of the Naza- 
rene and who are just as loyal to the 
ideals of the gospekas were any of those 
who preceded them in the age of the 
aposties. But unhappily the number of 
such Christians is exceedingly small .in 
comparison with the number of indif- 
ferent or worldly Christians who fail to 
measuré up to the same high standard 
and yet who give character to the entire 
fellowship of believers. We cannot get 
around the factthatthe church is wast- 
ing too much of its ammunition upon 
quibbles. When it ought to be engaged 
in leveling its batteries upon the princi- 
palities of sin it is rather engaged in 
the pop-gun warfare of petty and un- 
Significant wrangles over. denomina- 
tional matters. It is difficult to under- 
stand why better results have not fol- 
lowed such tactics? Imagine the spec- 
tacle which that army would present in 
time of battle, which instéad of hurling 
itself upon the common enemy, prefer- 
red to exchange shots in regimental 
disputes. Under such circumstances 
victory would not only be impossible, 
but defeat would be absolutely certain. 
This is exactly the spectacle the chureh 
presents. Too much stress is laid upon 
non-essentials and too little s}ess is 
laid upon fundamentals. Church mem- 
bers to prone to call themselves Baptists 
or Methodists or Presbyterians when 
they ought to call themselves Christians. 
Until this evil is eliminated religion is 
bound to meet with discouragements and 
obstacles, and ministers are bound to 
feel more or less depondent when 
they look upon the meager fruits 
of their patient but ill-requited labors. 
What the church needs is to overcome 
its denominational jealousies and to es- 
tablish itself with one faith and with 
one hope upon the Rock of Ages. 

When the Savior dwelt on earth he 
laid the foundations of only one church 
which he intended to be sufficient for 
His followers in all climes and in all 
ages, but during the eighteen centur- 
jes which have elapsed since the word 
was made flesh and dwelt among men, 
what multitudes of churches have sprung 
up, each differing from the other and 
each claiming to be the legitimate suc- 
cessor of the church which the Savior 
established! Such division of strength 
is incompatible with the best results, 
not only for the reason that it prevents 
the church from concentrating its full 
power in the effort to evangelize the 
globe, but also for tie reason that it 
tends to obscure the fundamental 
truths of religion. Ofttimes the argu- 
ment is made by unbelievers that the 
chureh is hardly in condition to evan- 
gelize the globe when there is so much 
controversy and contention going on 
continually within its own ranks. Such 
critics frequently use this language: 
“What if I accept the faith which you 
Christians offer? Will I not still be 
in doubt whether to choose the Bap- 
tist, the Methodist or the Presbyterian 
method of salvation?” These are per- 
tinent questions, and they cannot he 
ignored. If Christians expect to con- 
quer the world they must stand togeth- 
er not only in numbers but in common 
loyaity to the same fundamental truths 
of religion. Denominational lines must 
be obliterated im the blood of Calvary. 

There is much in the Bible which 
we cannot understand and which is 
well calculated to engender strife, but 
there ig also much in that sacred book 
which we can understand; and, instead 
of wrangling over the former, why not 
draw ourselves up in line of battle upon 
the latter? If we will put the same 
vim into matters of vital importance 
which we put into matters of secondary 
moment we will soon find that religion 
is intensely alive jn the United States, 
and that the hosfs of sin and. infidel- 
ity are wholly powerless to withstand 
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the power which is symbolized in the 
banner of the cross. 


Thé Next Congress. 

The New York Journa; predicts that 
the next congress will be safely demo- 
cratic. This wide-awake metropolitan 
newspaper has recently made inquiry 
into the status of affairs in the various 
congressional districts of the country, 
and upon the basis of this investigation 
it declares that up to date the repub- 
licans afte certain of only 129 represen- 
tatives, While the democrats are certain of 
159, the populists of 13 and the silver 
republicans of 4. Sixty-one districts 
are considered doubtful. We give be- 
low the tabulated figures of The New 
York Journal:

Some time.ago The Washington Post 
made similar estimates of the political 
complexion of the next house, and 
though the figures which it gave were 
not as high as those of The New York 
Journal, it clearly foreshadowed the 
success of the democratic party at the 
polls next November, Indications point 
to heavy democratic gains in various 
states. 
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When Thieves Fall Out. 

If the stories of thievery and moral 
depravity which John Wanamaker and 
a lot of other eminent republicans have 
been charging on Matt Quay and his fol- 
lowers is true, the Pennsylvania peni- 
tentiary has been cheated of a good por- 
tion of its legitimate population. 

Now comes Penrose, Quay’s other vote 
in the senate, and makes charges which 
implicate Wanamaker to a greater or 
lesser degree in the Keystone bank scan- 
dals, carrying the intimation that Holy 
John ig far from immaculate as he 
would have himself considered, Penrose 
charges, in effect, that Wanamaker was 
one of those who profited from the 
rascalities which that bank failure de- 
veloped. 

Quay has threatened libel suits and 
perhaps’ started some. Wanamaker 
threatened some time ago that if Pen- 
rose made such charges against him 
he would prosecute the senator crimin- 
ally. ‘There will probably be the usual 
flurry of suits begun, and all that just 
for the effect upon the minds of the vot- 
ers, but nothing substantial will come 
of this sort of litigation. . 

But something ought to come of it at 
the polls. Taking the testimony of these 
eminent republicans themselves, there 
is ample reason for turning down the 
whole crowd. Certainly enough has been 
disclosed concerning Quay and his gang 
to show that in no other state would 
they have been tolerated half as long 
as they have had undisputed sway in 
Pennsylvania. It is inconceivable how 
respectable citizens of the Keystone 
state can afford to indorse this gang by 
their votes. The independent, move- 
ment which Wanamaker is backing has 
no chance to do anything more than 
help out the Quay ticket, and a vote for 
Swallow means half a vote for Quay. 
What the people of this state should do 
is to cast their votes for the democratic 
ticket which has at its head an able, 
clean man who, if elected, will carry 
out the pledges of honest government 
which he and his party have made. 

If Pennsylvania does not do this, the 
stigma of dishonesty must stick to the 
state and reflect upon every man in it. 
The time has come for the people to 
throw out the gang that has brought dis- 
credit and dishonor to the state and has 
done such injury to the moral sense of 
so great a proportion of the population. 

The disclosures of the campaign show 
that the republican corruptionists have 
fallen out among themselves. Perhaps 
now that they have, there is a chance 
for the honest manhood of Pennsylvania 
to get its rights. The way is clear. 
The real contest is between Stone, 
Quay’s man, and Jenks—and only 
through the election of Judge Jenks is 
there a chance for the salvation of the 
state, 
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What the Proposed Alliance Méans. 

One of the best ariicles we have. yet 
seen on the proposed Anglo-Saxon al- 
liance makes its appearance in the cur- 
rent number of The New York Inde- 
pendent over the signature of Dr. Ethel- 
bert D. Warfield, president of Lafayette 
college, Easton, Pa. Dr. Warfield dis- 
cusses the subject from the adverse 
point of view and the arguments which 
he advances strike to the core. 

This distinguished educator is not in- 
fluenced in the position which he takes 
on thig subject by any feeling of hostil- 
ity toward England. On the contrary, 
he states with evident sincerity that the 
most pronounced advocate of the pro- 
posed Anglo-Saxon alliance cannot en- 
tertain toward BPngland warmer senti- 
ments of esteem than he does himself; 
but he contends that if Americans will 
examine carefully into the matter they 
will find that Shakespeare’s England 
has greater charms for them than Vic- 
toria’s. fe says that Americans who 
have once looked upon the green fields 
of the old mother island care far more 
for the memories of Raleigh and Sidney 
and Cromwell than for the associations 
of Peel and Rusgséll and Disraeli. With- 
out casting any reflections upon the 
present amiability of our brethren 
across the water he states that the 
great center of interest to Americans 
in England is not among the busy 
ecenes of parliament, where the laws of 
the empire originate, but rather among 
the mute effigies of Westminster abbey, 
where the of the world’s greatest 
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dead repose. But whatever the nature 
of the feeling which Americans enter- 
tain toward England may be, Dr. War- 
field contends that the highest welfare 
of this country cannot be promoted 
through the medium of the proposed 
Anglo-Saxon alliance. 

Dr. Warfield readily admits that h.ng- 
land is actuated in whatever she does by 
fhe principles of strict integrity, and 
that her ideals are fully up to the best 
standards; but le contends that no rea- 
son ig thus established whv the United 
States should clasp arms with her, Ie 
says that nature has separated this 
country by geographical conditions from 
the balance of the world, and that with 
two great oceans washing its opposite 
shores it is idle for Americans to think 
of combining with any other power on 
the globe. He says that other countries. 


‘may need us, but that we do not happen 


to need other countries, and that regard- 
less of affinities, we ought to remain 
steadfastly neutral in the serene isola- 
tion which we enjoy. In view of the 
fact that the civilization of this coun- 
try is made up of contributions from 
every other country, and not alone from 
England, he contends that the United 
States should endeavor to possess the 
good will and esteem of the entire 
world. He says that if the United States 
is inveigled into the proposed Anglo- 
Saxon alliance, difficulties and compli- 
cations will immediately spring up by 
which this country, without making 
sure of any friend except England, will 
estrange itself from the rest of man- 
kind. In justice to the large German 
element of our population, he insists 
that we ought to keep on good terms 
with the German Fatherland, and in 
justice to other foreign elements of our 
population he insists that we ought to 
keep on good terms with other countries. 
So long as there exi8ts no reason why 
we should clasp arms with any other 
power, either to protect ourselves or to 
aivance the interests of liberty, Dr. 
Warfield takes the position that we 
ought to decline all offers of alliance, 
regardless of whence they may come. 
He says that we can cherish the tradi- 
tiong which unite us in sympathy with 
England just as much as we please, but 
that we must not allow our affinities to 
carry us any farther. 

Dr. Warfield contends that by pre- 
serving strict independence of the other 
powers of the globe, the United States 
will not only be less hampered in its 
political, industrial and commercial 
progress, but also less hampered in its 
benevolent designs with respect to the 
enfranchisement of those nations which 
today sit in the darkness of superstition 
and oppression. We are inclined to 
think that tre logic of Dr. Warfield is 
correct, and that whatever may be our 
sentiments of esteem toward England, 
we cannot afford to jeopardize our in- 
terests by uniting with that power. In 
some cases there is greater. strength in 
separation fhan in union, and we believe 
that we will best promote our interests 
by continuing *to wear thé single har- 
ness. 
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If the revenues of the state should be 
increased by the discovery of $200,000,- 
000 of hidden property, would the sur- 
plus be applied to the reduction of the 
tax rate, or would the appropriation 
sheet be so enlarged as to take it all 
in? This companion question should 
not be neglected.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The death of the Danish Queen Louisa 
once more calls attention to the fact that 
the reigning families of whole Europe are 
closely allied by marriage, and the de- 
ceased queen was rightfully termed “the 
mother-in-law of Europe,” her three sons- 
in-law being the prince cf Wales, the late 
Czar Alexander;III of Russia, and the 
duke of Cumberland, whose _ inherited 
Claims to the succession of the threne in 
Hanover and Brunswick were annihilated 
by the Prussian government in 1866, and 
who in consequence has been doomed to 
private life ever since. The kingdom of 
Hanover now forms a part of the Prussian 
monarchy and is lost to the Guelphs for- 
ever, but the quaint duchy of Brunswick 
is still awaiting ita rightful heir, the duke 
of Cumberland’s eldest son, George, who 
will. become of age within a few months, 
Ihe eldest gon of the Danish king ig the 
King George of Greece, whose heir-appar- 
ent is married to Princess Sophie, the third 
gister of the German emperor. 
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The Prussian diet, in its next session, 
will have to decide an important project 
that has been in preparation for some years 
past. It is proposed to connect all the 
large rivers of Germany, the Rhine, Weser, 
Elbe, Oder and Weichsel, by a first-class 
canal system, the cost of which is esti- 
mated at $100,000,000. Although there is 
Some opposition against this scheme 
brought to bear by the agrarians’ party, 
it is confidently expressed that the bill will 
pass the diet, since the Prussian state 
railroads are overburdened already and 
unable to do much more in the transpor- 
tation of the immense traffic increasing 
daily, and the railroad authorities there- 
fore sympathize very much with the pro- 
jected canal, which will afford direct con- 
nection between the coal and iron regions 
of the western provinces with the agri- 
cultural provinces of the east.

uation. When it comes to taxes, a dishonest 
man will conceal much of his assets and 
even an honest man is not the best judge 
of the value of his own belongings. 

Se pronounced and widespread has this 
weakness of human nature grown, “‘where 
self the wavering baiance shakes,”’ that 
some very profound thinkers have reached 
the point of advocating the total aboiish- 
ment of al] taxes based on property and 
property values, and the substitution in 
their stead of licenses, special taxes, etc., 
which cannot be so easily avoided. Some 
of the states have put this theory into 
practice—Pennsyivania pbeing perhaps the 
most advanced. The general theory in 
Georgia has always been, and js now, that 
all kinds of marketable property should be 
reached and taxed at their value. Until 
Georgia is ready to abandon this theory, 
we ought not to grow weary in our efforts 
to devise some sort of machinery that will 
work out satisfactory results. Every plan 
te reduce the theory to just practical oper- 
ation must rest on the central idea of hav- 
ing some authoritative official body to list 
the property and to fix its value. Details 
may vary, but all such plans must rest’ on 
this bottom principle. 

Proceeding On this line, the legislature of 
1891 passed a law estabiishing a luca) board 
of assessors in each county, but the legisla- 
ture of 18% made the blunder of repealing 
it. No one claimed that the law was per- 
fect, but experience would soon have ex- 
posed its defects and pointed out the proper 
remedy. The alliance legishature of 1892 
made the mistake of supposing that this 
law bore heaviest on the farmer who 
owned visible property, such as land, live 
stock, etc., and that it enabled the owner 
of stocks, bonds, cash, etc., to escape; 
whereas its real and necessary result would 
have beén to bring to light each year 
more and more of the hidden, 


lower the rate of taxation upon all. 

Some of us who were members of the 
legisiature of 1892 pleaded against such has- 
ty and misguided action, and begged that 
the law be given another year of trial, 
when we might dig about it and fertilize 
it with amendments if necessary, but the 
tolerance shown to the barren fig tree was 
denied to this law, and it was cut up by 
the roots. In our disappointment we es- 
sayed the role of prophets and predicted 
that the intelligent public opinion of the 
State would soon demand the enactment of 
a law based on the same general plan, Our 
chief surprise now is that the subject has 
been allowed to remain quiet so long. 

Comptroller General Wright and the oth- 
ers who may be immediately interested in 
the preparation of-the bill ought to have 
the hearty support of all the thinking 
members of the general assembly in work- 
ing out the simplest and most effective 
plan for making each piece of taxable prop- 
erty in the state bear its just share of the 
public burdens, 
taxpayer from unjust exactions. Respect- 
fully, WILLIAM H. FLEMING.

Improve Our Readers. 

Editor Constitution—I often wonder why 
it is that the makers of text books do net 
make their readers useful in more ways 
than in simply teaching the child to read. 
Why not have these reading lessons inter- 
est the child about his body; his brain; 
what is nourishing for the body; what will 
give it strength; in a word, hygiene and 
dietary should be treated in our readers so 
that a child would know what foods pro- 
duced fat and what foods prouced strength, 
what foods were good for an individual and 
what foods were ‘hurtful. I wvuld call the 
attention of the school book companies to 
this matter, and ‘hope they will take it up. 
I¢ is just as well to ktfll two birds with one 
Stone as to kill only one. Should the child, 
as many do, leave school before he reaches 
a@ maturer age, when “hygiene and anat- 
omy” is taught him, he kKnuws nothing 
about hygiene, and less about foods which 
he eats. Hygiene as now taught in the 
text books is a fraud; it is coupled on to 
anatomy. and both so written that there is 
no pleasure in studying either. 

Another glaring mistake that we see is 
putting off the teaching of drawing in the 
public schools until the pupil is about 
ready to graduate. Drawing is almost as 
indispensable as writing, and when the Iit- 
tle fellow is taught to write, he should, at 
the same time, be taught to draw. While 
we educate let us educate to the besf ad- 
vantage. One thing we are glad to note, 
and that is, our public schools are adopt- 
ing supplementary readers which teach of 
nature; this is good, but they should 
rather be made the principal reader than 
the secondary reader: let us make our time 
as valuable as possible and the things that 
we do let us do them we!! In school as well 
as out of school.

before the people and say these words, eid 
he, there was not an untutored child that 
would not be shocked at their egotism. He 
could not account for the self assertion of 
Christ except to consider of h.m as from 
another world and that he brought with 
him the thoughts of another world.

ATLANTA'S PETITION TO THE STATE 
railroad commission for a better railway 
passenger station wil] probably bring a 
number of the presidents and general man- 
agers here. 

President Spencer, of the Southern rail- 
way, stated last week in New York that he 
hoped to be present at the meeting. 

President J. W. Thomas, of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, mere one day 
last week that he intended to be at the 
meeting. Major Thomas was in Omaha 
yesterday, but he will be back in Nashville 
tomorrow and will come on here, arriving 
Tuesday morning. 

President H. M. Comer, of the Central, 
or Vice President J. M. Egan, of the Cen- 
tral, will come up from Savannah, and it 
may be that both will be present. 

President George C. Smith, of the Atlanta 
and West Point, will be here, 

General Manager T. K. Scott, of the 
Georgia railroad, will come up from Au- 
gusta. 

In addition to the executive officers, 
will be a number of engineers present ¢o 
explain the engineering difficulties or ad- 
vantages of different sites which may 
be proposed. 

If it were not for the limited space, the 
site of the old station would be acceptable 
to all the companies, but the room there 
is insufficient for the trains which now 
enter and leave Atlanta, and ten years 
hence it would be entirely inadequate. 

The new passenger terminal problem in 
Atlanta is greatly complicated. The lessee 
of the state railroad has to pay a large 
rental for the old depot and of course does 
not want to give up that site without be- 
ing released from the rental or having 
compensation in some way. The Southern 
Tailway, the Central of Georgia and the 
Atlanta and West Point want to build a 
new station on another site where there 
will be more room. 

As the matter stands now, it looks as if 
there would be two passenger stations, 
some of the companies drawing out of the 
old one and building a new one. That will 
depreciate the value of the state's property, 
but the companies do not see any other 
course on account of the want of room. 
The dispos*ion among all the railway man- 
agers is to give Atlanta ample and hand- 
some passenger facilities, because this is 
the best passenger point in the south. The 
through Atlanta is heavy and the 
ticket sales at the offices here are very 
large. The postponement of the question 
for years by the railroads has not been 
through any disposition on their part to 
economize at Atlanta’s expense, but they 
have ‘hoped that time would bring some 
solution of the complications surrounding 
the case, but the lapse of years has not 
helped the matter at all.

So far as learned, there is no determina- 
tion on the part of new members of the 
general assembly to make a fight on the 
railroads at this session. The railroads 
were an issue in three or four assemblies 
in recent years, but the champions of 
hostile bills were always pursued by bad 
luck when they went before the people 
thereafter. The people have not encour- 
aged demagoguery of late years when it 
was aimed at the companies which were 
constantly improving the _ transportation 
service and aiding in the upbuilding of the 
state. There has not been in many years 
a better spirit existing between the roads 
and the public than there is now. This 
has been brought about by the action of 
the roads in generously encouraging every 
movement which was intended to help the 
state. They have contributed freely to the 
expositions, have carried food and supplies 
free to the destitute and the suffering and 
have spent enormous sums of money in 
making better road beds and tracks and 
increasing their facilities for handling the 
products of the people. This has hada 
good effect on public sentiment, and so far 
as can be foreseen, there is no special hos- 
tility for the railroads in the coming 
sion.

MAY JOIN GEN. LEE’S CORPS 


Telegram of Chief Executive One of 
His Last Officials Acts. 


NO GEORGIA REGIMENT YET RECOGNIZED

Instead of Going to Athens the Regi- 
ment Prefers To Be Assigned to 
the Seventh Army Corps.

* Governor Atkinson has wired the ¥ 
% war department recuesting active * 
*% service for the Third Georgia. _ 
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AS ONE OF HIS LAST OFFICIAL ACTS 
Governor Atkinson has sent a communica- 
tion to the war department urging that the 
Third Georgia, the remaining regiment in 
this state, be added to the Seventh army 
corps in command of General Fitzhugh Lee. 

Governor Atkinson has sent the following 
telegram to the secretary of war, and it is 
likely that ¢he movements of the Third 
Georgia will be influenced by the communi- 

cation: 

“War Department, Washington, D. C.— 
The Third Georgia regiment is still at 
Griffin, where mustered in. I respectfully 
but urgently request that chis regiment be 
assigned to Seventh army corps, command- 
ed by General Lee. Neither of the regi- 
ments organized by this state has seen 
service in Cuba, and |] sincerely hope that 
this one representing ¢he Empire State of 
the South will be given the opportunity to 
serve there.”’ 

The warriors of the 
languishing in camp at Griffin ‘hoping to 
secure an opportunity to see the enemy at 
least, in case the fighting is at an end. 

At the present time the remaining Geor- 
gia regiment is under orders to join the 
Fourth army corps, commanded by General 
Graham, and at the reorganization of the 
volunteer forces was assigned to camp at 
Athens, Ga., together with four other regi- 
ments. The sentiment in the Third Georgia 
is overwhelmingly in favor of boing assign- 
ed to the command under General Lee, and 
Since the men could not take part in the 
campaign against Santiago, they weuld 
wish nothing better than to go to Cuba as 
a part of the army of occupation. 

No Recognition Yet. 

Three full regiments of volunteers have 
been organized in this state together with 
two batteries of light artillery, the latter 
being among the first of the volunteer 
artillery commands to leave for Camp 
Thomas, at Chickamauga, in the early 
part of the summer; of this number two 
of the regiments and both batteries have 
been mustered out. of the service, and 
While nearly every other state of equal 
importance with Georgia has had its sol- 
diers either in the campaign of Santiago 
or in readiness to leave for the island with 
the Seventh army corps, this state has 
been overlooked, and its one remaining 
regiment given a station only a few miles 
from where the men were mustered in, 

The telegram sent to the war department 
by Governor Atkinson contains the wishes 
of the men and officers of the Third Geor- 
gia, although it is not Known. that any 
direct appeal has come from the regiment 
asking for a change of assignment, 

Governor Atkinson in speaking of his 
eommunication to the war department 
said: 

“Our troops have seen practically no ser- 
vice out of thé state, and it is my hope 
that the secretary of war will give the re- 
maining regiment stationed at Griffin ,a 
chance to take some part in the coming 
campaign in Cuba. Since none af thé three 
regiments were in the & Santiago campaign, 
the Third Georgia,’ it seems, should be al- 
lowed to go with the Seventh army corps 
¢o occupy the island.”

Underwood, has been an interested spec- 
tator throughout the progress of the case, 
Mrs. Thurman was placed on the stand in, 
the early part of labt week and nearly 
three days were consumed in hearing her 
testimony. 

Ed Wood, the oid family servant, was on 
the witness stand for a day, and he told 
of many of the daily occurrances in the 
life of Dr. Thurman. The old negro was 
convinced that Dr. Thurman was crazy and 
did not lose any opportunity to say so. He 
was cross-examined by Colonel] Hammond 
and became confused in his testimony. 

Mrs. Mary Hocker, wife of Colonel Hock- 
er, commanding the First Florida regiment, 
United States volunteers, was on the stand 
last Tuesday.

Lucy was placed in a cell by herself. She 
appeared to be infuriated and was more 
like a maniac than anything else. She of- 
fered no excuse for her assault on her fel- 
low prisoners and only said that she want- 
ed to give the police something to try her 
about. 

No blame was attached to the turnkey 
or other officers at the police barracks for 
the woman raving the razor, as it is not 
the rule to search female prisoners as 
thoroughly as men are searched, 

The woman's conduct will go against her 
when she is tried in the _ police court 
this afternoon. It is also probable that 
the women upon whom she made the as- 
sault will prosecute her in the state courts. 

One of the women whom Lucy attacked 
said she heard the latter say she wanted 
to hang with Wade Hampton, and as 
Hampton killed a felow prisoner with a 
knife, it is possible that Lucy wanted to 
emulate his example.

The board will give it to Mayor Charles 
A. Collier, the Atlanta representative of 
the Lafayette monument commission, re- 
cently appointed by President McKinley, 
and Mayor Collier wil] send it to the treas- 
urer of the fund.

All the schools had prearranged  pro- 
grammes and many parents visited the 
schools to hear the songé, recitations und 
readings. The children were then told that 
the time had come to give their small 
amounts to the fund, and they marched to 
the front of the _room and deposited their 
pennies in the box. The principals of the 
scnools took charge of these amounts and 
yesterday gave them to Major Slaton, at 
his office.
